Whose standards? 

False beauty perceptions must change

Every day individuals see thousands 
of advertisements aimed at one 
topic: meeting America’s definition 
of beauty, or simply put, America’s 
beauty standard. However, this beauty 
standard that citizens feel compelled 
to embody does not encompass the 
entirety of America. 

According to the National Association 
of Anorexia Nervosa and Associated 
Disorders, the body type portrayed most 
often in advertisements accounts for

approximately five percent of America’s 
total population. If only five percent 
of individuals match this supposedly 
perfect body image, why does an entire 
country of people feel pressured to 
support this misrepresentation? 

Media coverage, as in billboards, 
magazines, TV, movies and web, is 
widespread, and the expectations 
portrayed for individuals in 
advertisements are not only unrealistic 
but also unhealthy. Constantly striving 
to maintain and achieve the body 


images portrayed in the media can lead 
to eating disorders, mental instability 
and even death. Anorexia is the third 
most common chronic illness among 
young adults and adolescents and kills 
12 times more individuals aged 15-24 
than any other mental illness. 

On Jones County Junior College’s 
campus, in a survey of approximately 
200 students, 90 percent of women 
and 89 percent of men felt that media 
representation and advertisements 
influences how individuals think and 
feel about themselves and others. 
Because of this heavy influence, 
individuals consistently seek approval 
by matching advertisements and 
relying on opinions of peers. 

“We’ve created a society where we 
have to fight for approval and constantly 
look to others for validation, which isn’t 
right,” said sophomore Brandon Pitts, 
pictured above. “We shouldn’t have to 
look for confirmation that we’re great 
the way we are.” 

Numerous celebrities have spoken 
out against having their images overly 
Photoshopped to appear more visually 
pleasing. Most recently actress Keira 
Knightley agreed to do a topless photo 
shoot on the condition her body would 
not be manipulated from its original 
form. However, minimal support against

As soon as they return 
from Thanksgiving break, 
students and faculty will 
have an opportunity to 
donate through United 
Blood Services once more 
before the year ends. 

Jones County Junior 
College will host this holiday 
blood drive Wednesday, 
Dec. 3, from 9 a.m. - 4 
p.m. in the P.E. Buildling. 
Students, faculty, staff 
and community members 
are encouraged to donate 
during this time. 

The Jones County 
Cattlemen will be on 
campus grilling burgers 
for all donors. In addition 
to a burger, donors will 
also receive a Christmas- 
themed t-shirt. 

“We would not be able 
to reach our goals without 
community support” said 
Sonya Davis, director of 
campus life. “We have 
many donors who are not 
students or employees of 
JCJC who donate each time 
we have a blood drive on 
campus. Since the day is 
only one day, it is important 
that everyone who can will 
come donate.” 

AccordingtotheAmerican 
Red Cross, someone in 
the United States needs 


a blood transfusion every 
two seconds, and more 
than 41,000 donations 
are needed each day to 
accomodate this demand. 

“Donating blood has a 
very small effect on the 


donor’s life or physical well 
being,” said sophomore 
and regular donor Logan 
Gerlach. “However, that 
one pint of blood can have 
a massive effect on the 
receiver. About an hour 


of your time could give a 
person in need an entire 
lifetime.” 

During JCJC’s September 
blood drive, United Blood 
Services collected 345 units 
of blood over a course of 
three days. With this one- 
day drive, the goal is 90 
donors with 105 products 
including 15 double reds. 

“We really push for 
donors during the holidays,” 
said Beverly Clark, United 
Blood Services donor 
representative. “The 

holidays are a time when 
we’re rushing around to 
prepare for family and 
events this time of year, but 
patient needs are 24/7. This 
blood drive will ensure our 
patients’ needs will be met.”

What happened to Jones 
County Junior College’s 
recycling program? 

This question has been 
circling among students 
and faculty around 
campus for the last couple 
of semesters. The cut 
and dry answer is that 
Sumrall Recycling pulled 
out of all surrounding 
schools including JCJC 
after becoming part of 
the national company 
Advanced Disposal. This 
caused frustration for 
some JCJC employees, who 
had made recycling a habit 
and suddenly had nowhere 


to send their recyclables. 

“It was really helpful 
when JCJC had a recycling 
program, especially for 


paper and plastic products,” 
said Theresa Sanchez, JCJC 
music instructor. “Seeing 
recyclables go into the 


garbage cans is so bad, and 
I do hope we can get a good 
and permanent program 
going.” 

JCJC began recycling in 
the fall of 2011, collecting 
paper, aluminum, cans 
and plastic bottles. The 
housekeeping department 
was instrumental in the 
success of the program, 
collecting recyclables from 
green recycling baskets 
located in every classroom. 

To help educate students 
and faculty on the merits of 
recycling and conserving 
Earth’s natural resources, 
a student organization 
was created called the 
ecoBobcats. 


During the three-year 
term it was on campus, the 
ecoBobcats made many 
accomplishments such as 
collecting signatures from 
students and employees 
pledging to recycle and 
earning various grants 
from corporations such as 
the Mississippi Recycling 
Coalition, the Coca-Cola 
Foundation and Keep 
America Beautiful. 

These grants helped 
not only supply more 
bins around campus 
but also assisted with 
educational materials such 
as pencils made of recycled 
newspaper and educational 
posters about recycling. 


These educational 

materials were often used 
when the ecoBobcats 
performed skits for or 
visited classrooms at 
elementary schools to 
share the benefits of 
recycling. 

“We had made so much 
progress with recycling at 
JCJC,” said Kelly Atwood, 
ecoBobcat adviser. 

“After spending time 
convincing local schools 
and the community of the 
importance of recycling 
and then to take it away 
from them...having the 
recycling company back

Commercial space 
programs carry on

China recently 

successfully completed its 
first mission to the moon 
and back. 

The probe landed safely 
in northern China’s Inner 
Mongolia region Nov. 1. 
Beijing’s ambitious space 
program aimed to send 
a probe to the moon, fly 
around it and return to 
Earth. This program served 
as a test for the technology 
China plans to use in order 
to gather samples from the 
moon’s surface in the years 
to come. 

In light of China’s 
successful endeavors 
into space, American 
space operations have 
experienced recent 

setbacks. Virgin Galactic’s 
SpaceShipTwo rocket plane 
and Orbital Sciences’s 
Antares rocket both broke 
up and crashed within the 
past week. Fortunately, 
the Antares rocket was 
an unmanned vessel. 
However, SpaceShipTwo’s 
explosion left one dead and 
another injured. 

Virgin Galactic was 


performing a test flight 
for its SpaceShipTwo. The 
rocket plane was expected 
to transport passengers 
on suborbital trips to the 
edge of space. Its explosion 
left one pilot, 39-year- 
old Michael Alsbury, dead. 
Peter Siebold, the other 
pilot, parachuted to safety 
but was badly injured. 

Antares was meant 
to deliver much- 
needed supplies to the 
International Space 

Station. David Thompson, 
CEO of Orbital Sciences, 
spoke on the cause of the 
crash. 

“Current evidence 
strongly suggest that 
one of the two AJ26 main 
engines that powered 
Antares’ first stage failed 
about 15 seconds after 
ignition,” Thompson said. 

The United States should 
not let these failures 
deter the advancement 
of its space programs. 
As privatized space 
exploration companies 
develop, failures must 
be expected. It is how

Though the 
government has not yet 
detailed the exact number 
of photographs, there are 
at least 2,100 confirmed 
images which show the 
torture of detainees in 
the wake of September 
11, 2001. President Obama 
and his administration are 


expected to relay their 
reasoning in veiling these 
horrific acts from the 
public. 

Judge Alvin Hellerstein 
will be reviewing the 
government’s declaration 
for keeping these images 
from the public. In 
2009, President Obama 
defended the images, 
claiming that their release 
would “further inflame 


photos 

anti-American opinion 
and ... put our troops in 
greater danger.” 

Hellerstein, who has 
seen the photographs 
behind closed doors, 
called the government’s 
declaration “overboard” 
and noted that most of 
the photos are “relatively 
innocuous while others

Stem cells hold the future of treatment

In the month of 
October, Harvard stem 
cell scientist Douglas 
Melton announced that 
the 15-year path for stem 
cell research to cure 
diabetes has been paved. 
Diabetes is a horrible 
disease affecting millions 
of lives today. What 
would one to do alleviate 
the worries from a loved 
one’s shoulders, or even 
save said love one’s life? 


Melton, whose two sons 
were diagnosed with type 
one diabetes, has been 
working strenuously 
to find a cure for this 
crippling ailment. 

Stem cells are unique 
for the fact that they have 
the ability to transform 
into any type of cell 
needed. In this case, 
these stem cells would be 
used in the pancreas to 
produce insulin. Several 
researchers have opened 
new exploration studies 
on the different types 


of stem cells and their 
origin. However, the two 
main types are listed as 
embryonic and adult. 

Adult stem cells can 
become a strenuous task 
while trying to find the 
correct and willing donor. 
The whole procedure 
becomes tricky and 
almost too tedious and 
time consuming to even 
attempt. On the other 
hand, embryonic cells 
are what makes stem cell 
research so controversial. 
Embryonic stem cells 


are the most nutrient 
cells found in existence. 
These embryonic cells 
come from fetuses which 
are 3-5 days old, thus 
bringing the controversy 
of abortion to the playing 
table.

When people make a 
bucket list or take up a 
challenge, they expect 
it to change their lives 
in some tangible way. 
Everyone embarks on a 
personal journey with an 
expectation, but the end 
effect can be surprising. 
For Dr. David Lowery, it 
resulted in a book of deeply 
personal poetry, “Bounded 
in a Nutshell.”

“Bounded in a Nutshell” 
was released in July 2014, 
and Lowery celebrated his 
first book signing on Nov. 
13 at the Laurel Library in 
Ellisville. He is still writing 
poems, but he isn’t forcing 
it. 

“I just write them as the 
inspiration comes to me,” 
said Lowery. “But I would 


definitely like to publish 
again in the future.” 

He is considering short 
stories as well. He enjoys 
writing humorous, family- 
related anecdotes and said 
if he publishes a collection 
of short fiction, it will 
consist of that genre. 

Lowery received his 
associate’s degree from 
JCJC, moving on to 
earn his graduate and 
undergraduate degrees 
from the University of 
Southern Mississippi. He 
received his doctorate 
degree in English education 
from Mississippi State 
University. 

Before coming back to 
JCJC, Lowery taught high 
school for eight years, 
first in Heidelberg, Miss., 
then at Northeast Jones. 
This is his fourteenth 
year at JCJC, and he has 
also taught education 
courses at Mississippi State 
University and William 


Carey University as an 
adjunct professor. 

He has published articles 
in “The Reading Professor, 
Journal of Case Studies in 
Education” and “Mississippi 
Professional Educators 


Journal.” He was named 
Mississippi Humanities 
Council Teacher of the 
Year in 2012 and has been 
a STAR Teacher recipient 
twice. He and his wife, Dr. 
Jennifer Lowery, have two 


sons.

Clothing stores' slimmer styles add 
pressure to customers for thinness

Clothing styles have 
changed and repeated 
throughout the decades, 
but an important factor 
that has also changed is the 
measurement standards 
for clothing sizes. 

Although America is 
striving to lose weight 
as a whole by presenting 
many diet programs and 
promoting daily exercise, 
the nation’s average sized 
person has grown instead. 
According to the New York 
Times, for many years the 
average American woman 


a s approximately a size 
8; however, that number 
has recently increased to a 
size 12. Men’s average body 
measurements have also 
increased, and in addition, 
both genders’ average 
weights have increased by 
four pounds. 

These new body 

sizes have led clothing 
companies to implicate 
a new sales tactic 

called “vanity sizing.” 
Essentially meaning, some 
companies are taking 

what was originally the 
measurements for a size 
10 and labeling it a size 6 
to make customers feel 
better about themselves. 


However, even though the 
nation’s weight is growing 
rather than shrinking, 
people still desire and 
believe that becoming 
smaller is necessary. 

Some clothing franchises 
such as Abercrombie, 
Aeropostale and American 
Eagle have elected to tailor 
their clothes to fit slimmer 
customers. The New 
York Daily News reported 
Abercrombie CEO Michael 
Jeffries admitting that he 
does not want bigger-sized 
people to wear his clothes 
as it would offend him and 
the thinner customers 
Jeffries considers more 
“beautiful” to wear his 


brand. 

Other clothing com¬ 
panies like Aeropostale 
and American Eagle limit 
their customers by having 
a reduced size section. 
While each company has 
their own reasons for their 
limitations, plus-sized 
people make up 70 percent 
of clothing shoppers. 

For some people, clothes 
shopping can be a stressful 
experience, but with some 
companies following new 
vanity sizing guidelines 
and others trying to shrink 
the average size of their 
clients, this only adds 
unnecessary confusion to 
the shopper’s list.

Woodley states, “So (a) I 
don’t really wear makeup 
that much anyway, so 
part of it is just a selfish, 
lazy thing, and (b) I want 
to be me. I do think it’s 
fun sometimes to dress 
up for the Oscars or for 
certain events - I get to be 
like a five-year-old again, 
wearing my Cinderella 
dress. But for some events 
where it’s a more casual 
vibe, I just want to be me.” 

If women saw more 
role models like Woodley 
speaking out about 
society’s standard of 
wearing makeup, then 
women would not feel 
they have to hide behind 
a mask of paint to be 
accepted. 


American society expects men to meet certain physical standards

Contrary to common 
misconceptions, America’s 
beauty standard is not 
gender specific. The 
beauty standard does 
affect men both 
physically and 

psychologically just as with 
women. 

When people hear 
the term “beauty 
standard,” they 

generally think of the 
physical aspects. Physical 
beauty standards are 
important, but they can be 
seriously detrimental to 
personal health and allow 
for people to associate an 
image with the problem. 

In today’s society, most 
men feel like they are 
expected to have the ideal, 
perfect body. However, 
men may find it difficult 
to identify themselves 
as masculine without 
conforming to the physical 
ideal. This ideal image 
includes physical 

qualities such as tan skin 


and straight white teeth 
in addition to the iconic 
bulging muscles. 

To achieve this 
appearance, men spend 
unreasonable amounts of 
money on teeth whitening 
products and self-tanners 
or other means to get 
a quick tan. Americans 
spend $1.4 billion on teeth 
whitening products and 
over $5 billion on tanning 
products annually. 

The muscle mass 

that many men try to 
achieve to meet the 
standard is, in most 
cases, abnormal. Some 

of the men modeling in 
magazines even starve 
themselves in order 

to tighten their skin 
and accentuate their 
muscles. Many men will 
live off a diet of muscle¬ 
building formulas and 
supplements while 

spending hours everyday 
at the gym just to obtain 
this muscle mass. 

If the intense training 

and dietary enhancements 
are not enough, many men 


will turn to steroids in 
order to obtain the bulk. 
Medical steroids were not 
intended to be used in 
this way, and unchecked 
usage commonly leads to 
adverse effects such as 
hypertension, liver and 
heart difficulties, infertility 
and increased aggressive 
behavior. 

The beauty standard 
also discriminates against 
men of heavier and lighter 
weights. Heavier men may 
feel the unnecessary need 
to lose weight while lighter 
men may seek to 
unnecessarily gain weight. 
These actions can lead 
to unhealthy eating 
disorders such as binge 
eating, anorexia or even 
overeating to try to gain 
weight. 

The psychological toll on 
men is equally as powerful. 
Men often feel that they 
need to portray themselves 
as masculine and without 
weakness at all times. As 
a general rule, men need 
to keep a careful watch on 
how friendly or close they 


act with other male friends. 
Heterosexual men do not 
want to risk portraying 
themselves as homosexual, 
thus the unsaid rules such 
as leaving an empty seat 
between guy friends at the 
movies. 

This mindset also 
inhibits a man’s ability to 
communicate the dreadful 
monstrosity termed 
“emotions.” Most men 
feel very uncomfortable 


talking about their or 
other people’s emotions. 
This often causes

pets through newspapers, 
veterinarian clinics and 
even Facebook. If she 
feels an animal cannot 
find a new home or if 
nobody wants him or 
her, Windham keeps the 
animal. She currently 
cares for a cat and several 
dogs. 

“Murray’s concern for 
animal welfare is the 
purest and most genuine 
love there is,” said Patti 
Smith, a JCJC English 
instructor and Windham’s 
co-worker. “Life for an 
animal rescuer is never 
easy, and there are a 
lot of issues that can 
cause burnout, ill will, 
frustration, sadness, etc, 
but Murray never gives 
up; she carries the burden 
of the animal world on her 
shoulders every single 
day of her life. An animal, 
any animal, safe from 
harm in the loving arms 
of a fur-ever family or 
freed from capture is all 
Murray wants and what 
she strives daily, hourly 
to support.” 

In addition to caring 
for animals, Windham 
has altered her diet to 
veganism out of respect 
for animals. Windham 
abstains from the use or 
consumption of animals 
or animal by-products, 
which includes some 
foods such as meat and 
dairy and some products 
like leather and fur. Before 
becoming a vegan, she 
first became a vegetarian 


in December of 1993. 

“I was cooking some 
barbecue chicken, and all 
of a sudden it just hit me. 
What in the world was I 
doing?” she said. “I have 
been a vegan since either 
2010 or 2011.” 

Even though Windham 
is exceptionally devoted 
to animals, she is still 
loyal to her students 
and passionate about 
her teaching career. 
Before Windham was an 
English instructor, she 
thought about becoming 
a veterinarian because 
it was a career that 
reflected her love for 
animals. 

However, after assisting 
at a vet clinic she realized 
that veterinary medicine 
wasn’t her calling. That 
is when Windham 
spontaneously applied for 
a journalist position and 
unexpectedly got the job. 
After being in journalism 
for 15 years, Windham 
decided to become a 
teacher. 

Windham got her 
masters in English with 
focus in British Literature 
from the University of 
Southern Mississippi. 
Windham then started 
teaching at JCJC in 2006 
as a part-time teacher, 
and joined the Jones staff 
full time in 2007. 

“I hope to stay at 
Jones. I love my job,” said 
Windham. “I can’t see 
myself doing anything 
else.” 

As busy as she is with 
teaching, Windham will 
always have time for her 
other passion, helping 
animals.

out really hurt our 
momentum. When it 
comes to promoting 
recycling, so many times 
I hear that recycling isn’t 
about making money, it’s 
about doing the right thing, 
but now we’re prevented 
from doing the right thing 
because of money. Losing 
an opportunity to educate 
future recyclers isn’t a wise 
financial choice.” 

Records show that in 
2012 the grand total of 
recyclables from JCJC was 
just over 47 tons. A little 
over 84 percent of this 
material was paper. The 
other 16 percent was a 
mix between plastics and 
recyclable metals. 


Despite the successes 
the college had, there 
were problems for Sumrall 
Recycling, including the 
company was spending 
too much money on 
transportation to pick up 
fewer recyclables than 
what the college actually 
produced. 

“The recycling program 
reduced the Jones footprint 
on the environment, and 
for that reason, being 
green makes sense,” said 
Rick Youngblood, JCJC’s 
vice president of Business 
Affairs. “Unfortunately, the 
way our recycling program 
was designed, the recycling 
company was operating at 
a loss. Being green only 
makes sense if all parties 
benefit. It is important that 
we find that solution and 
implement a new program 


in which our entire campus 
community participates.” 

Another problem was that 
numerous pick-up sites 
contained more trash than 
recyclables. Contamination 
was sometimes found in the 
bins in the classrooms, but 
some housekeepers would 
take it upon themselves to 
sort the items correctly. 

“I can understand 
Sumrall’s frustration,” said 
Atwood. “Unfortunately, 
in the case of recycling, 
it only takes a handful of 
people doing wrong to ruin 
what hundreds were doing 
right.” 

The college is currently 
in talks with a new 
recycling company, and 
if a proposal is accepted, 
further information will 
be announced during the 
spring semester.
